In a place of honor among the exhibits 
may be seen originals or replicas of the 
crude Instruments with which, forty-flve 
years ago, Alexander Graham Bell first 
succeeded In transmitting human speed) 
by means of an electrical current, as well 
as many of tile instruments with which 
other scientists had vainly attempted to 
accomplish the same results. Here, too, 
are found long series of transmitters and 
receivers, each differing slightly from its 
nearest predecessor, which illustrate the 
development of the telephonic art. 
Curious forms of switchboards, including 
the first, primitive affair which E. T. 
Holmes of Boston made to do duty as a 
telephone exchange by day and a burglar 
alarm by night, are ranged around the 
wall. Case after case of plugs, cords, 
jacks, relays and other switchboard parts 
are shown. The curious Gilliland board, 
utterly unlike the multiple, common battery 
board of the present day, puzzles the 
modern operator who visits tile museum. 
There are exhibits which mark red-letter 
days in telephony’s history—as, for ex­ 
ample, the instruments used by President 
Wilson and by the late Theodore N. Vail 
in formally opening the Transcontinental 
Line, from New York to San Francisco, in 
1015. The telephone amplifier and one of 
the huge wooden projectors used in con­ 
nection w|th the inauguration of President 
Harding, when by means of this remark­ 
able instrument 125,000 people clearly heard 
every word of his address, are other ex­ 


hibits which are interesting because of 
their historic significance. 
A striking contrast is afforded by com­ 
paring an exhibit of captured German field 
telephones with some of the telephone ap­ 
paratus developed by American engineers 
during tile World War, particularly that 
which, for the first time in history, they 
successfully adapted to radio communica­ 
tion between ground stations and airplane* 
in flight. 
One of the most interesting of the ex­ 
hibits is a bit of paper, now yellowed with 
age, which hangs in a corner of the 
museum. In the forty-flve years since Bell 
wrote it; the telephone has taught speech 
to leap mountains, to cross deserts, to
